We goofed. 

In the four-page supplement 
we put out yesterday on the open- 
ing of the magnificent new Mc- 
Lennan Library, there were a 
few mistakes... We'd lil(e to set 
them straight. 

First, we have to apologize to 
our Principal H. Hocke Robert- 
son, who was misquoted by us 
saybig that the library will be 
open to the Québec public, the 
people who paid for it, because 
a university should serve the 
public as well. This was a terri- 
ble mistake. It will be closed to 
the public apparently. 

The other points we'll take 
as they appeared in the supple- 
ment: 

The "Checkpoint Charlie" sys- 
tem, which we said was being 
removed because it proved inef- 
fective and humiliating, will re- 
main. Arid there seems to be 
some mistaiœ.^iiuour^ attributing 
this infornatibhTto' IibRiry Dir- 



ector Keilh Crouch. Apparently it 
is being're-inforced and augment- 
ed, instead of eliminated. 

Stacks and reading rooms 'will 
not be open 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week; we made this mis- 
take because most large univer- 
sities in the United States have 
this system, and we assumed it 
would be introduced here. Hence 
we erred in reporting that the 
budget of the Reporter was being 
cut to help pay the added cost, 
a move which seemed to have 
eminent logic surrounding it as 
well. 

It seems also that the discri- 
minatory system of faculty pri* 
vUege - freedom from fines, 
for example, will remain too. 
Again we erred. 

The "Prude policy" - by which 
books like Lady Chatterly's 
Lover are kept off the stacks and 
in the "Rare Book Room" is also 
not being eliminated. There ha^ 
to be a certain respect for tra-- 
diUon. 

It is also somewhat byperiwUc. 



to suggest the reclassiHcation 
system has been completed. 

Last year, the reclassification 
program of all material from the 
Cutter to Library of. Congress 
system was expected to be a ten- 
year effort. Recently, it has 
been determined tiiat the recon- 
version may never be completed. 

Since June of 1967, all new 
books have been automatically 
classified as Library of ~ Con- 
gress. However, the cut in the 
anticipated budget for the Library 
System - from 4 to 2.7 million 
dollars - has brought about a 
drastic austerity program. 
The Library âmply does not 
have the money to hire more 
cataloguers; The present staff 
can't even keep up the demand 
of new material. An estimated 
40,000 volumes that have been 
purchased by the Library renudn 
uncatalogued. It now takes , ap- 
proximately a year to process a 
book once it has been obtained, 
unless it's designated reserve. 

CanllmMdonpjttJ 
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Laliberté to speak 
at Senate meeting 

Raymond Laliberté, President of the Corporation des Ensei- 
gneurs du .Québec (ÇEQ), will speak to today's meeting of Senate 
in conjunction with à student-sponsored motion 'calUiig for the Uni- 
versity to back public and secondary school teachers in their con- 
tinuing dispute with the Québec government. 

A representative from the government negotiating team has 
also been mvited but no decision has yet been made as to whether 
be will come to the meeting. . 

The teachers and government have been negotiating for a full 
year to determine a master contract covering all teachers in the 
province's public schools. CEQ has announced a system of rotating 
strikes (which could begin today) to force the government into ar- 
bitration or special mediation. 

Tbe motion, which was debated at last night's Students' Council 
meeting, would have the University support the Québec teachers*.

• the Faculty of Education to use class time to study the col- 
lective agreements being proposed by teadiers and government, 

• members of the University to work with the unions to "fur- 
ther define and advance the unions' aims of education reform, pro- 
fessional upgrading and democratization", 

• the University Scholarships Committee to report on Uie 
.possible use of scholarship funds to "aid participants studying at 
the University under teacher-hnprovemcnt programmes." 



In dispute with government 

SC backs teachers

Students' Council last night 
supported the provincial teach- 
ers' unions in their current fight 
with the government over the 
control and nature of secondary 
education in the province. 

Council passed, with unusually 
little debate, a long motion which 
will be presented to Senate today 
by student senators. 

The motion "commends" the 
three teachers' unions (Corpora- 
tion des Enseignants de Québec, 
CEQ) the Provincial Assodation 
of Catholic Teachers (PACT), and 
the Provincial Association of 
Protestant Teachers (PANP) for 
"progressing beyond wage and 
security demands" and proposing 
a counter-structure for "educa- 
tional reform and professional im- 
provement" in the province, and 
urges the government to "accede 
to the position of the unions "with 
'regard to teacher participation in 
dedsion-maUng in the schools". 

The motion also suggests that 
members- of the university woik 
more closely with the unions in 
developing curricub and carrying 
out research and that the Faculty 
of Education use class time "for 
study and discussion" of the col- 
lective agreements proposed by 
both sides. 

Council passed the motion, 
° with no one opposed and only Stan- 
ley Goldstein (Law) abstaining. 

In an attempt to clarify toicher 
demands Jor a revamping of the 
decLtion-making . process . in 



schools, the statonent says "their 

position is quite moderate in com- 
parison to what has already been 
accepted at McGill. 

"The school commissions argue 
that since it is they who are re- 
sponsible to the public, only they 
can exercise the corresponding 
decision-making power. 

"However, this does not hold up 



in face of the analogy at McGill 
where the Board of Governors, 
although lepUy responsible for 
the University, has delegated 
final academic authority to the 
Senate. v 
"it should also be pointed out 
tliat school commissions in 
Quebec are hardly democratic, 
representative bodies." 



Well control co-op 



students' .Council has affirmed 
its right to exercise decision- 
making control over the cons- 
truction and operation of a pro- 
posed 3S0-unit co-op residence. 

Council and Housing Committee 
representatives met last Friday 
with officiab of Federation Co- 
op Habitat du Quebec, a body 
which handles the funds of the 
Quebec Housing Corporation in 
Montreal. 

The FCHQ undertakes housing 
projects but instets on complete 
control of the planning and de- 
velopment of these projects. 

The need to deal with the 
FCHQ became apparent ten days 
ago after the Senate refused to 
gjve the Council either a grant or 
a loan for the undertaking. 

A debate on how much money 
should be spent on speakers' fees 
in conjunction with the Black 
Studies Program at Sir George - 
Williams University escalated 
into a free-for-all. on who should.,; 



finance the program - the Uni- 
versity or the Students' Society. 

Arguing apinst student pay- 
m&A of the fees. Students' Socie- 
ty President Robert Hajaly warn- 
ed that it would set "a dangerous 
precedent", as it is the respon- 
sibility of the University, and 
in this case the Political Science 
Section, to provide this type of 
educational service.

REGINA (CUP) - University 
of Saskatchewan students here 
reversed themseives Tuesday 
(Jan. 21) at an emergency meet- 
ing called over continuing ne- 
gotiations with their adminis- 
tration. 

Aliout a quarter of the 4,000- 
student campus turned out to 
come down slightly in favor of 
-closing the negotiating sessions 
as their union and the adminis- 
tration try for a settlement in 
the fees fight here. 

Open meetings 

Last weeic the campus voted 
for open meetings. However, the 
administration replied that open 
sessions would force it to main- 
tain its position on refusing to 
collect student union fees be- 
cause of student union support 
of the newspaper, the Carillon. 

In a complicated supplementa- 
ry motion,. the students also en- 
abled the union to break off ne- 
gotiations if it wishes. 

The motion also authorized 
the union to collect its second- 
term fees on an interim basis 
to operate a reduced program 
.of activities and continue pu- 
blication of the Carillon. 

Other sections of the motion 
called for programs to educate 
the Saskatchewan public on the 
issues by linking with public 
organizations, publishing papers 
and speaking to as many groups 
as possible. 

Closed doors 

With the student stand clari- 
fied, negotiations were to con- 
tinue behind closed doors today. 
The question of open meeting 
brought Monday's first session 
to a halt. 

Eight Regina campus students 
and eight administrators are 
involved in the talks. . There 
were threats of a student strike - 
last week if no agreement was 
reached. 

At one point, student council- 
lors were contemplating joint 
negotiations with the adminis- 
trations , of both the Regina and. 
Saskatqon^t; campuses .to settle 
thé administrative roie' in col- 
lecting student union fees. How- 
ever tills was dropped pending 
more concrete developmoits 
in Regina.,,,

Strike move splits 
Moncton students 



MONCTON (CUP) - Confusion 
reigned at llUniveisite de Monc- 
ton Tuesday (Jan. 21) as students 
split on whether to strike to 
strengthen demands for the resi- 
gnation of admbdstration presi- 
dent Adelard Savoie and four of 
his executives. 

The twoHlay strike vote ended 
Tuesday but vExtchial Vlcei)re- 
sideiit Bèmifîrd Jauvin said the 
results will not be released "un- 
til recent events are cleared up." 

. "The vote was dose," Jauvhi 
said, "but I can't tdl you which 
side won." 

Faculty executive resignations 
and a threat to withdraw financial 
support by the university's 
largest contributor faced students 
as they went into the second day 
of voting. 

Tb^ also learned Tuesday that 
a Board of Governors meeting 
remahied in session all day "to 
dedde action to be taken -against 
last week's occupants of the 
sdence building." 

An emergency general meeting 
was scheduled for Wednesday 
morning 'and will dedde, pending 
results of the Board . meeting, 
vAal the neit inove will be..i^(^^vû,' ' 



Faculty support for student 
demands reached a peak Friday 
when, after a seven-hour meeting, 
the Faculty Assodation recom- 
mended formation of an arbitra- 
tion commission consisting of 
three students and three admi- 
nistrators. 

Students went' along with fac- 
ulty demands and were going to 
leave the buildhtg voluntarily but 
were forced to devise new tactics 
when they learned late Friday' 
night Savoie had rejected the fac- 
ulty proposal for an arbitration 
comnîission and had called police 
to clear nut the sdence building;. 

Sunday the faculty, began .to 
split over the student council call 
for a general strike and Monday 
moming the faculty executive 
resigned fearing "radical action" 
by bculty. 

The issue was further complic- 
ated Monday when Jean -Louis 
Levesque, the . iii>iveni^(|]u|y|||c 
est contributor, announ wdwIlB iiff' 
withdrawing support 
university. 

The announcement, coming 
ironically d u r i n g a student 
struggle for more finandal-aid,. 
will swfaig faculfy support further, 
away from the students, according

The library is named after 
Isobel McLouian whose main 
dahn to fame and honor is that 
she had the shortsightedness to 
. many one Senator John, Stewart 
McLennan, who earned his 
senate seat by becoming one of 
the biggest coal barons in Cana- 



da, a director of Dominion Iron 
and Steel Co., - in both these 
enterprises not renowned for his 
liberal sodal polides - former- 
ly of the International Coal Co., 
also no hotbed of liberalism. He 
was member of the Canadian 
Patriotic Fund during WWI, and 
is reputed to have been a fdlow- 
well-met at the Royal Cape Bre- 
ton Yacht Qub. All of this paying 
further tribute to the university's 
idea of the accomplished male. ' 

We presume his family or 
estate tiought him his posthumous 
glory at a hefty share of the cost 
of building the library. Which 
.doesn't seem all that bir, since 
poor Samud Bronfnum has been 
tiyhig to endow a building at 
McGill for ten^ yean, but the 
Board of Governors .feds' having . 
a Bronfman Building wouldn't 
exactly be Kosher. Or rather, it 
would be.

Tonight's meeting of the Engineering 
Undergraduate Society executive will be 
astormyone. 

The meeting will consider'^the latest 
.Faculty offer concerning student repre- 
sentation on the Engineering jÇacuUy and 
several mémbers of the executive are 
annoyed, to say the least, at Dean G. L. 
d'Ombrain's attempt to bypass the EUS 
completely in the selection of the student 
representatives. 

D'Ombrain has acted inexcusably in 
•contacting class presidents durectly and 
asking them to hold immediate elections. 
Ever since negotiations began in Sep- . 
tember it was the EUS and the Architec- 
ture Undergraduate Society that had been 
in touch with faculty and they cannot be 
shoved aside now. The Dean said in his 
memo to the class president that 'a high 
degree of accortj' had been reached bet- 
ween the Faculty and the students. This, 
is surely rather presumptuous since the 
EUS executive has not yet met to discuss 
whether or not to accept the latest offer. 
To ignore the official student represen- 
tatives in this way smacks of the worst 
sort of paternalism. 

Fortunab^,^,^tjwJ)ean's move failed. 
The class'ipr^idente^have agreed not to 
hold elections until they get the go-ahead 
from the EUS executive. What remains 
therefore is the question of what should 
be done with the Faculty's proposal. 

This proposal makes provision for 
14 students to be added to the 120 pro- 
fessors on faculty.

There are several issues that must 
be brought up by , students. First, they 
must ensure that the large anSoun??of 
Engineering research done here does 
not eclipse the primary responsibility 
of the Faculty to its undergraduates. 

Second, they must deal with the ques- 
tion of the availability of non-technical 
courses to engineers. Most undergradu- 
ates feel a genuine need for adequate 
courses in the humanities, social sciences 
and commerce. Study in these areas is 



now sorely neglected and the engineer

on the mèthoâ^of ^sélêctibn: so^^portant? 
It- is not that there exists a large diffe- 
rence between Faculty's ideas on the 
manner of selection and the students', but 
it is a matter of principle. It seems 
almost too obvious that student repre- 
sentatives should be chosen by students 
in a manner determined by students. 
When student representation on Senate 
was fh^t granted Senate tried to esta- 
blish criteria for eligibility. Students' 
Council quite rightly objected, and Senate 
had to back down. 1 

Another important consideration is 
that ah immediate election would pre- 
clude any full discussion of the issues 
underlying student representation. It is 
important that student representatives 
be found who are both aggressive and 
aware of^the^needs^of^their.fellow^stu--

Finally, there is the ever-present 
problem of the technical paper. McGill 
is the last major Canadian school to 
keep this requirement, even Uiough ob- 
jections to it have been raised by stu- 
dents at student-faculty meetings for the 
past several years. Only one department 
(Chemical Engineering) has made any 
concrete attempts to increase the paper's 
educational value. 

Tonight's meeting, open to all. affects 
every Engineering student. Several prof- 
essors are expected to be there to 
explain the rationale behind their latest 
proposal. The Dean will be there too, to 
defend his actions - or hopefully, to 
apologize for them.

First, perhaps, I had better describe the parties in 
acadendc politics: it is not easy to distinguish them predse- 
iy. There are five; and they are called Conservative Liber- 
ab. Liberal Conservatives, Non-placets, Adullamites, and 
Young Men in a Hurry. 

A Conservative Uberal is a broad-minded man, who 
thinks that something ought to be done, only not anything 
that anyone now desires, but something that vras not done 
bil881-82. ' -mi^t^ 

A Liberal Conservative is a broad-ndnded^man^yrho?^ 
thinks that something ought to be done, only nôtîâîjrtliing 
that anyone now desires; and that most things wWidi'were 
done in 1881-e2 ought to be undone. 

The men of both of these parties are alike in being 
open to conviction; but so many convictions have already " 
got inside, that it is very difficult to Dnd the openings. 
They dwell hi the Valley of Indecision. 

The Non-placet differs in not being opoi to conviction; 
he is a man of principle. A principle Is a rule of Inaction, 
which states a valid general reason for not dobig in any 
particular case what, to unprincipled instinct, would appear 
to be right. The Non-placet believes that it is always well 
to be on the Safe Side, vrhich can be easily located as the 
northern side of the Ulterior of the Senate House.

To listen to him, you would 
think he united the vhrtues of a Brutus to the passion for 
lost causes of a Cato; he has not learned that most of his 
cause are lost by letting the Cato out of the bag, instead of 
tyhig him up firmly and sitthig on him, as experienced 
people (io;'~.

course of action are so difficult to foresee, that certahity, 
or even probability, Is seldom, if ever, attainable. It fol- 
lows at once that the only justifiable attitude of mind is 
suspense of judgment; and this attitude, besides being 
pectiliarly congenial to the academic temperament, has the 
advantage of being comparatively easy to attain. There 
remains the duty of persuading others to be equally judi- 
dous, and to refrain -from plun^ng into reckless courses • 
wfaidi mi^t lead them Heaven knows whither. At this 
point the arguments for doing nothing come in; for it is a 
mere theorist's paradox that doing-nothing has just as many 
consequences as doing sometliing. It is obvious that hiac- 
tion can have no consequences at all. 

. Since the stone-axe fell bito disuse at the dose of 
the neolithic age, two other arguments of universal applica- 
tion have been added to the rhetorical armoury by, the. 
ingenuity of mankind. They are dosdy aUn; and, like the 
stone-axe, they are addressed to the Politicar Motive. 
They are called the Wedge and the Dangerous Precedent. 
Iliough they are very familiar, the prindples, or rule 
of inaction, hivolved in them are sddom-stated in full. 
They are as follows. 

Hie Prindple of the Wedge is that you should not act 
justly now for fear of raising expectations that you may 
act still more 'justly in the future - expectations whiÂ 
you are afraid you will not have the courage to satisfy. 
A UtUe reflecUon.vriU make it evident that the Wedge 
argument implies the admission that the persons who use 
it cannot prove that the action is not just. If they could, 
tliat would be the sole and suffident reason for not doing it, 
and tMs argument would besupofluo 

The Principle of the Dangerous Precedent is that you 
should not now do an admittedly right action for fear you, or 
your equally timid successors, should not have the courage 
to do right in some future case, which ex hypothesi, is 
e^entially different, but superficially resembles the present 
one. Every public action which is not customary, dther 
is wrong, or. If it is, right, Is a dangerous- precedent. It 
follows that hotUngsbouldever be done for the first Ume. , 
It "will ditarblfSiffident to argue that a changé 'Is 
a change - an irrefutable truth. If this consideration is not 
decisive, it may be rdnforced by the Fair Trial Argu- 
ment - 'Give the pi'esent system a Fair Trial.' This is 
especially usdul hi witlistanding changes in the schedule 



Conduct of business 

.This naturally divides into two branches; (1) Con- 
servative Liberal Obstruction, and 12) Liberal Conservative 
Obstruction. 

The former is by much the more dfective; and should 
alWays be preferred to mere unreasonable opposition, be- 
cause it will bring you the reputation of behig more advanced 
than any so^aHed reformer. 

The following are the main types of argumai| suitable 
for the Conservative Liberal.

Another argument Is that the machinery for effecting 
the proposed objects already exists.' This should be urged 
in cases where the existing machinery has never worked, 
and Is now so rusty that there is no chance of its bdng set 
in motion. When Uiis is ascertained, it is safe to add that 
'it is far better that all reform should come from within'; 
and to throw in a reference to the Prindple of Washing 
Linen. This prindple is that it. is better'never to wash 
your linen if you cannot 'do it without anyone knowing that 
youaresodeanly.

Redmen down Fort Kent 
as Co/omeev gets 49

Paced by, a brilliant 49 point scoring effort by 
Nasko Golomeev, tiie Redmen basketball team swept 
to its sbtth consecutive victory, downing Fort Kent 
State, 10&-95. In running their record to 13-2, Coach 
Mooney's boys played what must be considered their 
finest game of the season. 

Prior to last night's game, the visitors' from 
Maine were undefeated in 12 games. They had twice 
beaten New Hampshire, and on Monday nighL^^Uiey^- 
put together a 61 point second half to beat'*LbyoIa 

Last night's game got off to a quick start, as 
both teams were hot m the opening minutes. However, 
the opposition was unable to contain Golomeev, and 
the giant center scored repeatedly and controlled 
both backboards. Golomeev^was^not^alone^in his 
efforts, as Dave LeilisonfSam'Wimisiîec'ahd Pierre 
Brodeur scored from the outside. 

The game was close for the first 15 minutes. At 
this point, the score was tied 37-37. In the next 
three mbiutes. the Red and White burst into a 52-42 
lead. The score ai thé half was 59-47. - 

DOUBLE FIGURES FOR ALL 

During the first half, Golomeev collected 32 
pobits and a dozen rebounds. Brodeur- with 11, and 
Leibson with 10, also managed to break double figures 
by the 20 minute mark. Steve Praid failed to score, 
but his fine defensive play and rebounding more than 
made up for that. Even without a point from Fraid, 
the team came up with its best half of the season. 

. Any thqught of a Fort^Kentj»meback was erased 
in the'thlid quarter.' The' Rcdriien came out of the 
locker room, and proceeded to dazzle the 600 fans witli 
an awesome display of scoring power. The team 
scored 32 points and led 91-60 with ten minutes to 
play. 

In that period, Fraid managed to find tlie range as 
he scored seven of his 11 points. With the outcome 
no longer in doubt, Coacli Mooncy began to make 
substitutions. Golomeev was the first to leave, with 
eight mbiutes left to play. He was joined, within the 
next three minutes, by the' rest of the starting five. 
At this point, the team led 106-74. 

Fort Kent refused - to accept defeat, and they 
pressed the Redmen reserves all oyer the .floor. - 
The Bengals managedj t(i'score. 21 consecutive points 
before Mike Reid countered with 25 seconds left in 
the game. 

This game marked the fifth lime that the Redmen 
have scored 100 points or nAoréi(infa''game this sea- 
son, and it was the team's highest point total to date. 
Golomeev's 49 points came on 15 for 23 accuracy 
from the floor, and 19 for 21 from the foul line. All 
of this came within 32 minutes of play, and a 60 or 
65 point game was definitely a possibility. In addition 
to hitting his career high,, the 6'8" giant also collect- 
ed 21 rebounds. ' . • 



Brodeur, who was assigned .Fort Kent's high 
scorer, Paul Libby, managed-to score 22 pohits. 
Leibson came up with his best game in too long a 
thne, as he scored 14 points Aostly on long range 
bombs. Fraid with 11 points and 14 rebounds was the 
only other player to reach double figures. Wimisner 
played an excellent floor game and came up with . 
eight, Jeny Trager and Reid with two apiece rounded 1^^ 
out the scoring. 

Coach Mooney was obviously pleased with the 
results of the evening, although he refrained from 
any wildly enthusiastic comments. While he was 
quite sure that the Redmen were a better team, he 
pointed out that Fort Kent had played games the 
previous two days. The coach seemed to feel that 
15 poUits would be a realistic margin of victory 
with both teams playing well. 

The Redmen have now passed their fust severe 
test since retumbig to action. The game was only 
an exh'ibition contest, but any victory; over quality 
opposition 'is important.' The Rédmèn not only won 
the game, but they won easily. In so doing, they 
demonstrated that they are capable of beating any 
team that they will face dtiring the regular season. 

REMATCH AGAINST CARLETON 



. The Rédmen will now concentrate on preparing 
for their rematch with the Carieton University 
Ravens, on January 31 in Ottawa. Carletonj^edged 
the Redmen, 6^56 on November 29. They'^e'lhe* 
only Canadian team to have beaten McGiU this year, 
and the Redmen feel that this was an unfortunate 
mistake. The Red and White have come a long way 
since that time, both in terms of quality of play, 
and In terms of confidence. 

The fact that the Redmen have achieved some 
recognition for their efforts is evident in the way 
the opposing coaches have talked about them. Fort 
Kent's coach, Lowell Osgood, said "We expected 
McGill to give us our toughest game in Montreal, 
and they did." 

The Redmen will next display their talents on 
Friday, January 24. The Laval University Rouge et 
Or will provide the opposition. Back on November 
23, the team had little difficulty with the Laval 
squad, as they squashed, the Quebec aggregation, 
93-66. That game was played at Laval, and the 
Redmen were without Steve Fraid. Since that time, 
the Red and White have improved tremendously, and 
it is unlikely that Laval will cause them any serious 
problems. 

The Laval contest will count in both the OQAA 
and Coupe de Quebec standings. After this, the Red- 
men will host the Bbhop's University Gaitors in a 
Coupe de Quebec match on Tuesday January 28, 
before travelling to Ottawa for the big showdown 
with Carieton. •.-
